PEKING AND TIENTSIN. 
A correspondent of the Shanghai Courier gives the following 
account of the return of the Emperor to Peking :— 


A few days ago it was generally reported that, when the Emperor 
was leaving the capital to visit the Imperial Tombs, he had asked, as 
he traversed the deserted streets in which every door and window was 
closed, where all the people were. He was told by his attendant Mi- 
nisters that the eyes of the vulgar had never been honoured to gaze 
on the face of his now beatified Imperial ancestors, to which the “So- 
litary Man" replied somewhat irreverently that he did not see why 
the people should not see him. The hint was considered sufficient to 
warrant the issuing of orders against his return that the streets were 
not to be cleared of people when the Imperial cortége passed along 
them ; and the fact that these orders were carried out gives confir- 
mation to the original rumours. Accordingly, on the day officially 
announced for the Emperor's re-entry into Peking (the 8th April), in 
company with some other foreigners, I sought a likely place of observa- 
tion. Proceeding along the expected line of procession, we found the 
streets crowded with an unusual concourse of mandarins and soldiers, and 
at length the head of the Imperial procession appeared : a company 
of soldiers, each with what seemed to be a matchlock slung across his 
back, covered with yellow cloth, Behind came an umbrella of yellow 
silk fringed with gold, carried between two men on horseback. Ata 
short interval came a cavalcade of a dozen or so, carrying spears tinted 
into the all pervading Imperial yellow, and having near the top a tuft of 
crimson-dyed hair, fastened to which a tiger’s tail hung down,—the in- 
tention being, no doubt to suggest their courage, though the result was 
somewhat different to a foreign observer. Then came Mandarins to the 
number of about fifty, nearly all of the crystal or blue button grade of 
rank. These were armed with bows and arrows, and rode in a most 
promiscuous style; and with the preceding tigers’ tails, transformed the 
whole array into a burlesque. Immediately behind this mob of offi- 
cials, so sadly representative of the state of things over which he has 
begun to preside, came the Emperor, in a chair covered with 
yellow satin and carried by eight bearers, wearing the usual crim- 
son uniform dotted over with yellow patches ; their turbans fastened 
with yellow tassels. Immediately opposite where our party stood, a 
halt was called to enable the chair coolies to be relieved by others who 
had come along on horseback. This gave us the opportunity of having 
a deliberate look at the Emperor. His Majesty was asleep. He looked 
much older than he really is, some going the length of saying he looked 
like a man of 40. His face is long and pointed, and has a worn ex- 
pression ; in fact, one of our party said he has a dissipated look. But, 
of course, a man does not look his best when he is asleep, and just re- 
turning from a journey. But if his Majesty really wished to see and 
be seen by his people, his slumbers were unseasonable. During the 
pause occasioned by the change of chair-coolies, a man who had some 
grievance made a rush to get near the Emperor’s chair to present a 
petition. He was, however, caught, chained, beaten, and then carried 
off to prison. After the Imperial Chair a body of cavalry closed this 
section of the procession, 
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Subsequently the Empress Dowager passed along, carried in a yellow 
chair, followed by the Empreas Mother, whose chair was green, both 
having eight bearers, and being escorted by the game attanganes of 
bow-and-arrow mandarins and tiger’s-tailed 8 n as his Majesty. 
At a short interval came a long array of eighteen yellow covered carts, 
said to contain the concnbines of the late and present Emperors, though 
some people said the carts were empty, and that the concubines bad 
been round to a different entrance of the palace. But what a tale 
of ministration and misery had those eighteen yellow carta to 
tell! Hight days before these waggons had left the city bright and 
new, and well-appointed ; now they passed along broken and battered, 
begpattered over with mud, and tugged slowly along by an inadequate 
number of wretched, starved ponies. The explanation given was that 
Jagge numbers of the ponies had starved on the way, and villagers and 
toldiers had to be employed to assist thoze that remained to drag the 
wagwons back into the city. We saw some of the carts with only one 
wretched mule attached to it, its lack of traction power being made up 
by coolies, whose dirty clothes, and trousers rolled up over their 
thighs, and legs plentifully daubed with dried patches of mud, looked 
anything but Imperial. The Chinese say that 10,000 horses were col- 
lected by the authorities, and left Peking for the Tombs; but com- 
missariat arrangements were so defective that this immense cavalcade 
spéddfly exhausted all supplies on the route, and then large numbers 
died of starvation. To add to the wretchedness, the frost broke up, and 
the rain came down a day or two after they started, and the road be- 
came one continuous quagmire. Perhaps it is just as well that the 


youthful monarch should: have, perforce, learned a little of things as’ 


they are. 

Li, the Governor-General of Chihli, has arrived at Tientain 
from his visit with the Emperor to the Imperial Tombs. No- 
thing further has been heard, since his return, of the rumour 
current recently that he would immediately assume the position 
of one of the Ministers of State at the capital. The rumour 
may yet turn out to be based on facts, and he may have merely 
returned to Tientsin for a short period to settle up his official 
affairs as Governor-General. At present he is engaged in making 
a broad cart-road from Tientsin towards Peking. 

The Japanese Ambassador had not arrived at the date of our 
latest advices. 





- . SHANGHAL 
The present mail brings advices from this port to the 26th 
April ; the P. and O. mail from London March 7 arrived out on 
the 20th April. The following iteens of news are from the North 
China Herald :— 


That a Chinaman should hiré a number of rowdy foreigners in 
Shanghai, with a serious design of starting a rebellion in Kiangsu, 
seems almost too ridiculous, Yet something of the kind seems 
to underlie a case which has been tried at the pulice-court. The 
three prisoners, Carr, Thomas, and Evans, were members of a 

arty of nine foreigners who left Shunghai about a fortnight ago 
for Chinkiang. They took with them sundry swords and rifles, 
and seem to have anticipated having to us3 them in some rather 
undefined manner, in which drilling Chinese, capturing cities, 
and plentiful loot formed prominent features. The boat 
was engaged for them in Shanghai by a man named Yang, 
and they started, vid the Grand Canal, on the 6th April 
After sundry minor difficulties, in the way of shallow water 
and deficient provisions, they eventually reached Chinkiang 
about the 12th, crossed over to the north bank, and went 
ashore. On the 13th a Chinaman called at the house of a 
Castoms employé named Wang Kumping, with an envelo 
addressed to “ Mr. Wang, C. H. Linguist,” and bearing inside 
the words, ‘‘ Pay boat-hire from Shanghai ; all well ; t on 
shore on north bank.” Fortunately for the destinies of China and 
the throne of the Emperor, the Wang in question happened to be 
the wrong man; and he, thinking the note queer, kept it, and 
told the man to call next day at the Custom-house. He did so, 
and frankly told the circumstances ; he had been engaged in 
Shanghai by an English-speaking Chinaman named Yang to take 
nine foreigners to Chinkiang, and had started accordingly. The 
men frequently quarrelled on the journey, and let out that they 
had been engaged by a man named W to drill Chinese and 
fight the Imperialists ; they seemed to look to Carr as their 
leader ; $27 were owing to him out of $30, which were to be 
paid him for his boat ; and he knew no more. 

Inquiry was then made from another Customs employé named 
Wang Yen-ping, for whom the note that led to these discoveries 
is said to have been destined, with the result of rather con- 
firming suspicion ; for he took an early Opportunity of leav- 
ing the Custom-house unobserved. and has been no more seen. 
On the following day a foreigner was found on board a lorcha in 
port, who willingly scewared all questions put to him, admitting 
that he had been engaged in Shanghai for service against the 
Chinese Government. The project seems so incredibly foolish, 
that we can hardly comprehend such a design being, not only 
dreamed of, but practically attempted with so small means. The 
case at the police-court, however, seems to afford some proof of 
reality ; for here are three men, who were deluded into the mad 
excursion, very sharply and properly punished for their escapade ; 
aad some Manilamen who were concerned are also, we hear, to 
come up before the Spanish Consulate in a few days. As to the

An important “Milsom and Tod wv. the Comptoir 
d’Escompte,” has beey tried before the French Consular Court. 
Milsom and Tod have been in the habit of shipping silk to the 
consignment of Milsom Poy and Berry of Lyons, drawing 
against the latter firm. They shipped twenty-five bales on the 
3rd April, as osual, drawing against it for Tls. 10,000, which the 
Bank placed to their credit. On the 4th they gave the Chinese 
merchant from whom they had bought the silk a cheque on the 
Comptoiy in payment. But the Bank had that morning received 
a telegram announcing the failure of Milsom Poy and Berry at 
Lyons, and declined to cash it, retaining the cash in their hands 
as a seourity against Milsom and Tod’s running bills on Milsom 
Poy and Berry. Milsom and Tod entered an action against the 
Comptoir to compel them to release their funds, and claimed 
Tis. 5,000 damages for the injury to their credit, but a compro- 
mise having since been come to between the parties, the case has 
been withdrawn. 

The annual meeting of the Shanghai Gas Company was held 
on the 25th April, when the report and accounts, showing a net 
profit of Tls, 270,007.77 for the year, apportioned to the payment 
of two semi-annual dividends of six per cent. and the rlacng of 
Tls, 9,007.77 to reserve and depreciation fund, were passed. 
The following gentlemen were elected directors for the ensuin 

ear :—Sir E. Hornby, Measrs. J. T. Brand, F. B. Forbes, E. J. 
ogg, and J. G. Purdon, with power to add one to their num- 
ber. Mr. O’Brandt was reappointed auditor. 

The firat annual general meeting of shareholders in the 
Shanghai and Pootung Foundry and Engineering Company has 
been held. The report and accounts for the past year, showin; 
a credit balance of Tls. 720 on working account, were passed. 
Messrs. Nissen, Hennequin, Low, and es were elected di- 
rectors, and Messrs. Banyard and Morel auditors,*for the ensuing 
year, 

There has been a’panic in the Shares of the Shanghai Steam 
Navigation Company, but it has subsided. Since then, how- 
ever, news of disaster amongst speculators in Hong Kong has 
again depressed the market, and-Stock has been done at Tls. 7 
prem. for cash. The opposition still continues, and freights on 
the Yangtaze are nominal, the Union Steam Navigation Com- 
pany, with two steamers and a “punt” drive the Shanghai 
Steam Navigation Company into ruinous rates with their eight 
or ten steamers. It may be that the wires of the Shanghai Steam 
Navigation Company are pulled in America. We hope for the 
sake of the Company that this is not so. How shareholders like 
the little game remains to be seen. Somebody is eating the 
oyster, and the shareholders are searching for pearls in the shells. 
It will be curious to note the effect, if ever the directors and the 
shareholders acquire any say in the management of this combina- 
tion. 

The Club Concordia Amateurs have given a very successful 
performance. The piece was of a unique r, being a 
comedy entitled “ The Monks,” which gave an opportunity: for 
some striking situations, and was well put on and acted. 

The Shanghai Yacht Club held another regatta on the 22nd 
April. Three events were announced, a yacht race, a ship’s boat 
race, and a'house-boat race, but the latter did not fill, The yacht 
race, which involved numerous accidents, was given in favour of 
the Gracie ; the ships’ boat race was won by the Snipe. There 
was also a sampan race, which gave much amusement. 

A fire has occurred at Hongkew, in a house occupied by Mr. 
Harper and his family. A few immediate neighbours lent their 
assistance in the first effort to put out the fire, and in removin 
the furniture from the lower rooms; and afterwards No. 
Hongkew engine was got to work, but the house being already 
ablaze nothing could be done to save it, and ita position secured 
the neighbouring dwellings against contact. The loss is covered 
by insurance.. ; ! 

The str. Precursor, destined, we understand, for the C.M.S.N. 
Co., has arrivedfrom London. She brings no cargo except coal, and 
has made no calls since passing Suez. Wee to see her flag 
shortly changed for that of China, and she will take her depar- 
ture at an early date with rice for Tientsin. It is stated that 
she will carry 1,200 tons on fourteen feet draft, and she is be- 
lieved to be generally better adapted for the Northern line than 
some of the others which have been selected for it. 

H.M. ship Cadmus left for Nagasaki on the 24th April, and 
will return to Shanghai about ‘the 10th May. Vi-e-Admiral 
Shadwell may be expected at Shanghai in the Salamis about the 
same date. H.M. ship Teazer will return with the Cadmus to 
Shanghai. 

We mentioned last week that the 8.8.N. Co.’s steamer Fychow 
had run aground on a mud flat, about twenty-six miles above 
Woosung. She has since been got off, without d e. 

Mr. J. H. Ferguson, Chargé d’Affaires for the Netherlands 
has left Peking, to take part in the important business that is, 
being discussed there. We hope he will add strength to the party

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- FOOCHOW. 
% (FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 
Foocnow, APRIL 25. 
The foreign employés at the Foochow Arsenal are very actively 


engaged in completing the programme which served as a basis 
for its establishment, their contract ending in February, 1874. 
Between the month of October, 1867, and that date sixteen 
steamers were to be built ; of these eleven are already afloat, and 
one, a corvette of 250-horse power, counts as two, so that only 
four more have to be completed ; out of these two are already far 
advanced, and the others will be commenced without delay. The 
ships constructed at the arsenal are, with the exception of the 
corvette, either transports or gunboats. Those which have al- 
ready been launched are distributed among the differents ports 
of China, in consequence of an Imperial edict ordering the 
Viceroys and Governors of the Maritime Provinces to provide 
themselves with steamers (necessary for the protection of their 
pot) from the Foochow Arsenal. Steamers accordingly have 
n sent to Newchwang, Tientsin, Chefoo, Ningpo, Amoy, and 
Canton. The transports are provided with engines of 150-horse 
power, constructed at the Arsenal. The gunboats are of 8(0-horse 
pe and the engines were bought in Europe. ‘The engine be- 
longing to the corvette was purchased from Messrs. Inglis and Co., 
Glasgow. Very satisfactory results were obtained at the trial 
trip of the last named vessel, viz. :—

This vessel is of the following dimensions :—Length between 
perpendiculars, 58.00 m.=190 ft. ; length over all, 61.00 m. 

She draws 4m.30=14 ft., 1” 
dec., 2 forward, and 4 mct.90=10 ft. 6 aft, and of 1,393 tons 
displacament. -Her armament was supplied by Sir T. Whit- 
worth and Co., and comprises one 150-1b pivot gun, two 70-lb. 
pivot and eight 70-Ib. broadside guns, all of these manufactured 
with the greatest care, the carriages, &., of the pivot guna 
being of iron, and designed by Captain Scott, of the English 
Navy. This ship, the first real man-of-war ever possessed 
by the Chinese, is, like all the other ships from the Arsenal, 
commanded by a Chinese captain, and has a crew composed en- 
tirely of Chinese. These captains were formerly pilots, who 
know the Chinese coasts thoroughly. The e 
pupils from one of the schools of the Arse 
after several years’ experience are able to take charge of an engine. 
So far these ships have only been required for coast navigation, 
and consequently these men are found sufficient for the work 
required. But in two months from now the training ship attached 
to the Arsenal will furnish officers capable of navigating ships at

The contract made with the Chinese Government provided 
that at the end of the term before spoken of the Chinese should 
be able to construct engines and to build unarmoured ships of 
any ordinary size from a given drawing, and to navigate their 
ships in sight of land, and this has made it necessary to educate 
foremen for the worksand masters for the navigation. Schools were 
therefore attached to the Arsenal, and at the present time there 
are three schools of construction, the pupils in which will soon 
be capable of drawing the different parts of a ship, and an engine 
to scale ; anda naval school which is divided into two divisions :— 
the school of Theoretical and the school of Practical Naviga- 
tion. The latter is held on board a training ship attached to 
the Arsenal, commanded by an officer of the English navy. 
About the month of May or June officers will leave this 
ship, able to navigate the ships already constructed at the 


Arsenal. The captain of the training ship speaks highly of the 
intelligence, docility and willingness of those under his charge. 


There is also an engineering school, which has already sent 
twelve pupils as a ge and twelve others are ready to leave 
at any moment. e number of Chinese “employés” remains 
always the same, about 2,000 men, or, including the troops 
ing the Arsenal, about 2,600 men. The present European 
staff consists of about sixty persons, but vacancies, as they occur, 
are not filled up, as the Chinese can now work with much less 
rvision. cAtjeuly the carpenters are building a ship from 
plans, without European surveillance, and in the iron sho 
algo, the presence of Europeans is becoming less nec D 
concluding this résumé I may add that the factory attached to 
the Arsenal is sufficient to manufacture all the iron it requires, 
both bar and sheet. 

The rela existing between the Europeans and the Chinese 
have always been excellent, and the Government at Peking have 
declared themselves perfectly satisfied with the manner in which 
the Arsenal was managed. An error was made by the author of 
an article on “ Arsenals in China,” which appeared in the 
Cornhill Magazine of December, 1872. It is there stated that 
Monsieur d’Aiguebelle, having arranged everything necessary for 
the foundation of an arsenal, called to his aid Monsieur Giquel, 
who, knowing Chinese, caused himself to be named first director, 

and Monsieur d’Aiguibelle second. The facts are, that Monsieur 


° igaenel Ts Ge sek Trees paphlicoen ee teocioel on the 
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for France in 1864. These negotiations were 
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by Monsieur Giquel, who secured the assistance of his ex-col- 
league. The negotiations were continued by Monsieur Giquel 
for two years, and were terminated by a contract signed in 1866 
by the Viceroy. During the whole of this time Monsieur 
d’Aiguebelle was absent from China, and it was in consequence 
of his desire to have the rank of the officials regularly defined 
that M. Giquel was named first and himself second director, 
M. d’Aiguebelle is now, however, no longer on the direction o 
the Arsenal, as in 1869 he was detached for a special service, in 
which he is still engaged. 











HONG KONG. 

Our advices extend to the 3rd May ; the French mail from 
London, March 28, was received on the 30th April. 

With reference to the competition of the opposition lines of 
steamers on the Yangtaze the Overland Trade Report has the 
following remarks :— - : 

Competition, which has affected almost every branch of commerce in 
these parts, is at last asserting itself with regard to the trade on the 
River Yangtsze. Mr. Holt, of Liverpool, who was successful in es- 
tablishing a line of steamers to compete with the old monopoly of the 
P. and O. Company, has extended his enterprise, and has entered the 
lists with the 8.S.N, Company, which was even more than the P. aud 
O. looked upon as enjoying 2 species of prescriptive right to monopoly. 
Mr. Holt has two powerful weapons in his hand for the commeredal 
conflict—large capital, and what is of scarcely Jess importance, detailed 
practical acquaintance with every point connected with steamship traffio, 
The S.S.N. Company no doubt have a large fund in reserve dee such 
contingencies —the ‘fighting fund as it has been called —but they 
will in this instance have a serious battle to carry through, and it 
would certainly seem a matter of regret that they have not been 
able to come to terms with the new competitor, as was at first 
imagined would be the case, as a sharp competition can only lead to a 
large and unnecessary loss of capital. There can be no reason why 
there should be an absolute monopoly on the River Yangtsze more than 
on any other steamship route, and to endeavour to keep up 80 excep+ 
tional a state of things appears to be simply running counter to the 
natural working of trade in a manner which, if it succeeded tem- 
‘ porarily, is almost certain to fail ultimately. It is quite pvssible 
| that the S.S.N. Company rely to no small extent upon their reputation 
| with the Chinese shippers, and the large number of natives who are 
interested in the company; but, if such is the case, it must not be 
overlooked that the Chinese are quite alive to the advantage of cheap 
rates, and will soon be found giving their support to those who can 
' work the business at the smallest cost. For a time, no doubt, the con- 
nection of the company with the natives will have its effect, but it can- 
not be supposed that this will prevail against the force which the oppo- 
sition have, not only in capital and steamship traffie, but in the fact 
that they have arrangements for taking in cargo direct to and from 
: Hankow, the Yangteze porta, and home. This must of necessity giyp 
them a great advantage, and will aid them considerably in the com: 
petition. ; ; 

The following items-of news are from the Darly Press :— 


The departure of the ex-constable Briarly by the steamer 
Hector, affords a suitable opportunity to review the main points 
connected with the police atfair which has attracted so much at- 
tention. It is necessary only very briefly to recapitulate the 
circumstances which led to the difficulty. SBriarly refused to 
submit to a medical examination of an objectionable character, 
to which it is not denied the attention of the men at home was 
not called, and which was not in accordance with the Metropoli- 
tan Police Bye-laws, with which the Hong Kong Bye-laws were 
said to be identical. On its being qiointed out to him, however, 
at the police-court, by his counsel, that this would amount to 
something very like a breach of discipline, he waived any further 
defence in the police-court, submitted to the examination, but 
was nevertheless fined $5. This it would surely be thought 
was quite enough, but be was in addition dismissed from the pba 
service. The point at which public feeling was most raised was 
Briarly’s being treated with harshness after he had given in to all 
that was reasonable. Had he persisted in his oppoecition there 
would certainly have been no sympathy with him on the part of 
the public ; but he acted like a sensible and, so to say, loyal 
man, although there could be very little question that he and his 
fellow constables had been very harshly dealt with.

THE EXPEDITION TO ATCHIN. 
The latest Java newspapers contain the following particulars 


of the first engagements between the troops composing the 
Dutch expedition against Atchin, and the forces opposed to 


them :— 

On the 6th April the first encounter with the enemy took place, 
when two companies landed to reconnoitre after the navy and armed 
boats had bombarded the numerous bentings (or fortifications) of the 
Atchinese and had cleared the beach with cartouch shot. The com- 
panies waded through the water after leaving the boata and climbed 
ever an embankment ; saw then the enemy approaching, who 
were dispersed by some well-directed shots, leaving their dead behind, 
but carrying away their wounded, Other bands of Atchinese showed 
greater contempt of death ; they rushed upon the bayonets and struck 
away at the soldiers with swords, but were beaten off. A captain killed 
five of them with sword and revolver; a lieutenant three. The two 
companies being found insufficient, were reinforced by two more. 
During the reconnaissance several bentings were found abandoned ; 
quantities of weapons, clothing, and utensils were left behind in them 
by the Atchinese. Shortly after noon the troops retired on ship-board. 

e troops lost on this day, one killed and three or four wounded ; of 
the enemy about fifty were left dead on the field. The Atchinese forts 
fired continuously at the men-of-war, in spite of the bombardment 
from the latter, which was kept up even during the night. The 7th 
was spent in preparations for the landing of the troops on the following 
day. The Atchinese conatructed fresh fortifications and fired upon the 
Marniz, which returned the fire. 

Early on the morning of the 8th the men of war took position opposite 
the landing place, and begun to clear the beach of the enemy. The 12th 
battalion embarked in twenty-one boats, which were towed towards the 
shore by a steam-launch. e forts now opened a heavy artillery and 
wusketry fire to peo the landing, and were vigorously bombarded 
in return by the fleet ; cartouch shot from the armed boats drove away 
crowd of Atchinese shouting and dancing in bravado on the seashore. 
‘Swo companies were first landed, and immediately spread out in skir- 
wishing order to cover the remaining troops. Scarcely had they done 
ge, when a large of the enemy issued from the bush on their left 
wing, They ised the rapid fire from the troops. The more rapidly 
aymberg of them fell, the louder their shouts became and the more 
ferious their rush. They threw away their muskets and fell upon the 
ecldicra with drawn swords and Home Lieutenant Wilken, with a 

y of men, was ordered to assist left wing, which was falling back, 

ing partially. Owing to an officer being in danger, the troops engaged 
gould not fire all together; they had to rush upon the enemy with 
leve]’e] muskets and a hand to hand contest followed. The Atchin- 
eve .wera eventually repulsed by a volley from the remainder of 
the ae engaged. The enemy left a1 number of dead on the 
field. troops had from fifteen to twenty killed and wounded. Two 
hotes were afterwards dug by the sappers, andthe enemy's dead, eighty- 
five in number, were collected and put into them by the convict ooolies. 
Adter more troops had been landed, a battalion was ordered to capture 
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two forts on the beach, from one of which firing upon the shins had 
béen kept up in spite of the bombardment from the latter.  Jne of 
these forts was found abandoned by the enemy ; the troops during their 
march upon the other (the troublesome one) had to advance along the 
sea-shore without cover of any kind, not even from the ground. When 
they came close to the fort they were greeted with a heavy fire from 
muskets and artillery. A large number of the enemy, headed by priests, 
who shouted and danced in front, made a sortie. The troops quietly 
let them come on until they were close enough, upon which they were 
disposed of by a couple of volleys. The fire fromthe fort was duly re- 
turned, but it appeared impossible to capture it without making a breach 
first. The battalion retired slowly, and then made a second assault, but in 
vain, whereuponit fell back upontheabandoned fort; moretroops and artil- 
lery having been despatched to-its assistance, a third assault was essayed 
aftertheir arrival, but inspite of the combined fire of the infantry and. artil- 
ery, the enemy maintained their position. The attempt to storm this fort 
failed because ita stone wall could neither be climbed over nor marched 
round, owing to the marshy nature of the ground, and because there 
were neither ing ladders nor appliances to make them. During 
these assaults, in which the first named battalion alone lost six killed 
and thirty-three wounded, the enemy made furious rushes upon the 
troops in spite of volleys from the latter's breechloaders, At nightfall, 
retreat was sounded, and the troops bivouacked on the beach. During 
the night alarms were frequent, but the Atchinese made no regular 
attack. The forta attacked on this day are described as being sur- 
rounded on the side next the sea by thick and very high stone walls, 
behind which were earthen walls having passages supported by beams, 
the entrances to these passages were closed by a kind of door. Land- 
wards, they are wholly open, but have stone walls on both sides, be- 
tween which a path serves for outlet. In the abandoned fort some 
Snider cartridges were found, which gave rise to the inference that the 
Atchinese had breech-loaders. 

On the following morning (the 9th) a battalion made a reconnaissance 

towards the Kraton whilst the sappers were constructing a bridge on 
the road thither. In the meantime, the men-of-war had made a breach 
in the fort which had been fruitlessly attacked the day before. A bat- 
talion of Madurese auxiliaries, who formed part of the expeditionary 
force, were despatched to capture this fort, but found it deserted ; 
the Dutch flag was thereupon hoisted upon it. Seventy-eight corpses 
were found on the walls, and some twenty pieces of cannon besides ; an 
Atchinese flag, a telescope, and some powder and balls were also made 
prizes of. Half the Madurese battalion remained behind to garrison 
this fort ; the other half formed a column, with two battalions of in- 
fantry and the naval brigade, which, with four howitzer and four mor- 
tars, marched on the following day (the 10th) towards the Kraton. The 
remaining battalion, one 4-pounder, and the cavalry guarded the bivouac. 
A battalion, which formed the advance guard, approached to within 
800 paces of the fort, which appeared to be surrounded by a high stone 
wall. A company tried to march round on the left side of this wall, 
whegeupon the enemy opened a heavy fire from their fortifications with 
lillas and muskets, and at the same time made a sortie, during which 
they had a hand-to-hand fight with the troops. The enemy were 
beaten back, but their fire from the mosque became heavier and heavier. 
In the meantime the naval brigade had marched up, and an attempt 
was made to pass round the right side of the wall, which proved fruit- 
leas. The other battalion and the four mortars were successively brought 
into action. All efforts to storm the fortification failed, owing to the 
strong perpendicular wall, from behind which the enemy, wholly under 
cover, kept up a heavy fire on the advancing troops. The artillery 
endeavoured to fire the mosque by means of fire The first ball 
took effect, but the fire was extinguished by the enemy ; the second 
one set the roof on fire, and, owing to the extreme heat of the day, 
from which the troops suffered much, the whole mosque was in flames 
in a few minutes. The enemy was compelled by the heat to abandon 
the walls ; and assault was forthwith made, and this portion of the 
fortification was carried by storm in a few moments. But the fight 
went on amongst and through the bur:ing buildings ; a second wall 
was reached, behind which the enemy had again taken position. The 
troops had been fighting six hours in the burning heat, and were com- 
pletely tired; the conquered position was not tenable in the night 
time, owing to its being wholly under the fire from the second circular 
wall. The result was that the troops bivouacked on a sawah flat, with 
the ambulance in their midst. The whole night passed without dis- 
turbance from the enemy, and to-day, April 11, are resting. We 
have solemnly buried our dead (two officers and eight privates), and 
have sent the wounded, thirty-five in number, to the bivouac on the 
beach. 
At the time the mail closed, correspondent’s letters, describing 
the events which took place after the 11th Ayal had not been 
received. The Atchinese are deacribed as of darker colour, and 
as stouter and heavier than Malays. They are armed with bad 
flint muskets and blunderbusses, and, it is said, shoot badly with 
them. Their spears, krisses, and above all their swo are 
excellent. They generally carry a sword in each hand, and wield 
them dexterously. They have much artillery, and know how to 
handle them.

SINGAPORE. 
The present mail brings advices from this port to the 12th 


May ; the P. and O. mail from London April 4 arrived out on the 
5th, and the following French mail of April 11th on the 10th 
May. The following summary of news is from the Stratis 
Times :-— 

The Government Gazette notifies that the Secre' of State has 
approved of the temporary appointment of Mr, J. B, Hewick as 
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Assistant Post-master at Penang ; that Her Majesty has com- 
firmed the Ports and Harbours Ordinance ; that- the leave of 
absenc gto Captain Bradbury, of the Pluto, has been extended 
for nine months, with half-pay, and that Lieut. H. Burn is 
appointed Master Attendant of the Straits Settlements, and 
Lieut. T. A. Fox Registrar of Boats at Singapore. 

Governor Ord arrived at Labuan on the 27th April in H.MLS. 
Thalia, landed the next morning, and was received at the jett 
by Governor Bulwer and the principal officials of the colony. A 

of honour of the Labuan Armed Police Force was drawn 
up at the end of the jetty, and the usual salute of seventeen guns 
was fired. A large number of natives were present. Next day 
both Governors inspected the barracks, the civil hospital, and 
the gaol, and on the 1st inst. they went to Coa] Point, where they 
were they received by Mr. Gray, the manager of the mines, who 
accompanied their Excellencies over the works. Governor Ord 
was accompanied to Labuan by Mr. Knight, of the Singapore 
Audit Office, who went specially to examine the Labuan accounts, 
80 as to ascertain fully the financial position of the colony—with 
what result will doubtless be made known in due course. The 


visit lasted seven da: The Governor and his suite left Labuan 
on - ant May With the usual honours, and reached Singapore 
on the 7th. 


The Supreme Court has been occupied for three days in try- 
ing the case of two soldiers cha with the murder of a po- 

i , who was endeavouring to arrest them, by striking him 
over the head with a soldier's belt, whereby his skull was frac- 
tured. The circumstances attending this case were somewhat 
peculiar. Mr. Snowden, the Senior Magistrate, while riding 
along the road, saw a Chinaman with blood on his face, and not 
far off were four soldiers. Suspecting that the Chinaman had 
been assaulted by the soldiers—a suspicion which Parag User 
proved to be correct—Mr. Snowden went to the Tanglin Police- 
station, and asked the native officer in charge to take steps b 
which he would be able to identify these four men when red uired. 
A police guard was sent out who attempted to arrest them, where- 
7 they ran into a swamp and endeavoured to escape. Two of 
em were followed by the policeman who was killed, accompanied 
by asyce. The syce received a blow, and fell back, while the 
policeman ran on and seized one of the men, with whom he had 
a struggle, and during the struggle was assailed by the other of 
the two soldiers in the manner deseribed. The jury returned a 
verdict against this man only, of “ culpable homicide not amount- 
ing to murder.” The Chief Justice said the crime of which he 
had been guilty was but a hair’s breadth removed from murder, 
and he must impose the heaviest sentence the law allowed, which 
was that he should undergo penal servitude for the term of his 
natural life. 

A petition has been presented to the Hon. Captain E. W. 
Shaw, R.N., Lieut.-Governor of Malacca, by the European, 
Chinese, and other merchants residents there. It appears that 
for years pust the petitioners have been lee on an extensive 
trade with the Malay territories of Linghy and Sunghie Ujong, 
from whence they have imported large quantities of tin, and ex- 

rted in return rice, opium, salt fish, and sugar, paying the 
Bnties on such articles at Linghy. But the petitioners now com- 

lain that within the last few months, since the inhabitants of 
mbow have taken possession of a place called Bukit Tiga, 
which lies midway between Malacca and Linghy, they have 
most unwarrantably been exacting the sum of one dollar from 
every person going or returning from Linghy or Sunghie Ujong, 
besides levying duties on exports and exacting the sum of two 
dollars before allowing boats to pass the stockades erected on the 
banks of the dinghy and Sunghie Ujong rivers. The petitioners 
strongly object to this double taxation, and they appeal to the 
British Government, through its representative, in order that 
the existing state of things may be rectified. We understand 
that the Governor intends going down to Linghy in the Pluto, 
accompanied by H.M.S. Thalia, to endeavour to put a stop to 
the grievances complained of. 

No more striking instance could be afforded of the peer op id 
of the new harbour wharves than the accommodation and des- 
patch of the whole fleet of the Dutch steamers returning from 
Atchin, six in number, at Tanjong Pagar on the 4th May, al- 
though there were five other vessels at the wharf. These six 
steamers were all taken alongside the wharf at seven o'clock in 
the morning, and were all given wharf berths, and were coaled 
before one o’clock in the afternoon. The steamers had in tow, 
from Atchin, five sailing vessels, the fleet having on board the 
remnant of the forces composing the Dutch expedition to Atchin. 
All the ships left for Batavia on the evening of the 5th. 

On the 8th May there anchored in the roads the Chinese naval 
training ship Wei, a vessel built at the Chinese Government 
arsenal shipyard at Foochow, armed with guns cast at the arsenal, 
and manned and officered by Chinese, under the command of 
Captain R. E. Tracey, R.N. This is the first vessel from the Foo- 

chow arsenal that has ever visited these waters. 

It is reported that a wealthy Chinese contemplates establishing 
shortly a boarding-house or hotel at Malacca. This will be a 
great seas to passengers arriving here from the other settlements, 
yio are entire strangers in the place, and scarcely know where 

fo seek accommodation for a few days. It is to be hoped that 


the undertaking may prove successful. 
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A detachment or company of H.M.’s 10th regiment have been 
held in readiness for some days to proceed to one of the Malay . 
territories to put a stop to disturbances there, but up to the pre- 
sent moment the troops have not been destnichéd. Probably 
the order has been countermanded.

Colonel Sir Andrew Clarke, who has just been appointed to the 
Governorship of the Straits Settlements, entered the Corps of Royal 
Engineers June 19, 1844; was promoted First-Lieutenant, April 1, 
1846 ; Captain, February 17, 1854; Brevet-Major, February 2, 1867 ; 
Lieutenant-Colonel, July 6, 1867; and Colonel, July 6, 1872, He was 
only recently created a Knight Commander of St. Michael and St. 
George for distinguished services in connection with the Colonies, he 
having been Acting-Secretary of Government in Van Diemen’s Land in 
1851-52, and subsequently Surveyor-General and Chief Commissioner 
of Crown Lands in Victoria from 1858 to 1858. In 1866 he became 
an Executive Councillor and member of the first Cabinet in the latter 
colony, and in 1858 hedeclined the Premiership, although very strongly 
urged on him. In 1863 he undertvvk a confidential inspection of the 
establishments in the West Coast Colonies, and since 1864 he has been 
Director of Works at the Admiralty, where he designed and executed 
the great Colonial docks at Malta and Bermuda, the “ voyage” of the 
latter from England having been one of the greatest naval feats of this 
country. Sir A. Clarke is also the designer of the extensive new works 
at Portsmouth (costing two millions and a half), the greater part of 
which will be completed next year. For this and other Admiralty 
works in this country he was made a C.B. in 1869.

COURT OF DIVORCE. 
BUTCHER VY. BUTCHER AND CHORLBY.

COURT OF BANKRUPTCY. 
In BZ BOWLES SROTHERS. 


‘The bankrupts, Messrs. Charles Stetson Peabody Bowles, Robart 
Caldwell Mackay Bowles, William Burrows Bowles, Henry Cushing 
Steteon, and Nathaniel Appleton, were bankers, formerly carrying on 
business in the Strand, also at Paris, New York, and Boston. This was 
a sitting for examination in the matter of R. C. M. Bowles only, the 
other bankrupts not having surrendered. An approximate statement 
of affairs disclosed ligbilities amounting to £131,381, of which £83,210 
are in respect of the London house; £25,432 Paris; £21,639 New 
York ; and £1,000 Boston. The assets are stated at £37,501, of which 
£3,555 are in London, £26,438 at Paris, £3,608 New York, and £3,900 
Boston. From the statements made to the Court it appeared that since 
the last meeting the trustee had forwarded to the representatives of 
the estates abroad a copy of the statement of the affairs of the London 
house, but the desired information as tu the exact position of the 
French and American firms had not yet been obtained. There was, how- 
ever, some prospect of a settlement being arrived at, Mr. Stevens, the 
trustee ‘he estate at New York, luaving been empowered by the 
Local Cou» to proceed to this’ country, and it was hoped that ther 
would be negotiations with a view toa settlemont. Mr. Appleton, one of 
the partners, had, without admitting his liability, made an offer of com- 
promise; and the trustee, under these circumstances, desired an 
adjournment sufficiently long to admit of the completion of any arrange+ 
ment that might be provosed. !

THE CHINESE COOLIE TRAFFIC. 

THE recent debate in the House of Commons elicited by 
the vigorous and exhaustive speech of Sir CHARLES WING- 
FIELD was chiefly remarkable for its inconclusiveness. It 
required no common courage on the part of the hon. mem- 
ber for Gravesend to bring forward such a question in a 
House which was twice attempted to be counted out, and 
by his perseverance he entitled himself to the gratitude of 
every friend of humanity—every enemy of what CHARLES 
DICKENS described as the “sum of all sins.” We regret 
that he was not better supported. We regret that some 
speakers, from whom more advanced ne might 
reasonably have been expected, hung back; and some 
paltered with the subject as though it were a mere myth. 
Nothing more evasive, more shuffling, more equivocating, 
more self-condemnatory than Lord ENFIELD’s apology for 
areply can be conceived. He turned and twisted in every 
direction to avoid the monster, whose existence he 
was only too well assured of; and, when at last dis- 
appointed in his endeavour to count out the House, 
he floundered in the most helpless and supplicatory 
way. Such a string of zon sequiturs as our junior 
Foreign Secretary gave utterance to on this occasion 
could only be accounted for by his having undergone 
a long course of Mr. ARTHUR SKETCHLEYs “ 
Brown’ on this, that, and the other, which has been re- 
peated nauseam. His speech was altogether un- 
worthy of the benches of an English Ministry. First he 
confessed the “ perplexity” with which he had listened to 
Sir CHARLES WINGFIELD—a fatal admission, but worse re- 
mained behind, for he tried to show that what the Govern- 
ment had done in Africa was a valid reason for ignoring 
any similar abuses in Europe. This reminds us of the 
worthy lady in Bleak House, who was so perpetually engaged 
with the savages of Borrio-Goola-Ga that she could not 
perceive any disorder nearer home, and consequently utterly 
put out of sight her neglected family, whom she is described 
as “regarding like steeples in the distance.” Now with alldue 
deference to Lord ENFIELD, this sort of special pleading will 
not do any more. It is as well known as that the sun rises, 
that an infamous traffic in human flesh and bones is carried 
on in Macao, with the direct connivance of the Portuguese 
Government. The fact is that the word of a Portuguese is 
“as good as his bond ”—and neither the one nor the other 
are worthy of the breath spent in the utterance or the paper 
wasted on their official correspondence. ‘Oh! but,” says 
Lord ENFIELD, “we cannot admit that these things are so 
without declaring war against an old and valued ally.” Of 
what value, we ask, has the alliance of Portugal ever been 
to this country ? Is it not to the bad faith of Portugal that 
we owe the test increase in our national debt? Is 
it not Portugal which was directly chargeable with such 
intrigues and fasehoods as it needed all the genius of WEL- 
LINGTON to surmount? And is this State—the pettiest 
in Europe—to beard us in our honest endeavour to carry 
the abolition of the slave trade to the ends of the earth, 
because Her Masesty’s Government is a “ peace-at-any 
price” Ministry? The truth of the matter seems to 
us that the Government are exhausted with office. 
They are worked out, and played out, and must 
soon give place to new men.

conjecture. It is, however, satisfactory to know that Sir 
BaRTLE FRERE—the ex-Lieutenant-Governor of Bombay, 
and the statesman who, at great personal sacrifice, ugder- 
took the mission to Zanzibar—may not improbably be the 
new member for Bath. If Sir BARTLE enters Parliament 
—and it is idle to think that such a city should reject such 
a candidate—we may be sure that his voice will be raised 
in support of Sir CHARLES WINGFIELD on the next occa- 
sion of his bringing forward his motion. We may men- 
tion, par earsidhten that it is whispered that, under a 
DERBY-DISRAELI administration, Sir BARTLE FRERE may 
be appointed to the India Office. The benefit of such a 
man in such a place would soon be apparent. .We should 
no longer have any hesitation about the cutting of the 
Paumben Channel, for instance, because Sir BARTLE FRERE 
is a man who never hesitates. He reflects, and decides, 
but he does not hesitate. At present Mr. RoBERTSON’s 
Paumben Report seems to have been relegated to limbo, in 
common with six-and-thirty others. If Sir BARTLE FRERE 
gets to the India Office he will very quickly untie some of 
the knots of the red-tape of the ungeographical Mr. GRANT 
Durr—whose astounding statement that the best places for 
harbours in India were not on British territory will not 
soon be forgotten. But this by the way. 

We will not weary our readers with a recapitulation of 
the horrors of the coolie traffic at Macao—which The Times 
truly described as “ the slave trade in disguise ”—and with 
which they must be only too familiar from the recurrence 
of such tragedies as that on board the Dolores Ugarte, or 
such horrors as those attending the more recent voyage of 
the Fatchoy. Suffice it to say, in brief, that the system of 
kidnapping is undisguisedly carried on, and that the hot- 
bed of this sin is the Portuguese settlement of Macao. 
It is a crying evil, which can no longer be shuffled 
off by the Minister of Lisbon, or dealt with in the 
gingerly style of Lord ENFIELD. It is time that we 
as Englishmen were practical, unless we would ignore 
abhorrence of slavery, which was bequeathed to us by 
CLARKSON and WILBERFORCE, and purchased, with the 
hearty will of the country, at a cost of twenty mil- 
lions, when the late Lord DERBY was Colonial-Secretary, 
forty years ago. We then determined to stamp out the 
accursed “thing ”—come in what disguise it might—and it 
must be stamped out. The Portuguese Minister at Macao 
must be told point blank that there is a + and increas- 
ing party in England, which will no longer endure the equi- 
vocation of his Government. In the meantime let procla- 
mations be posted throughout Macao, warning the Chinese 
against engaging with any Peruvian, or other, slavedriver. 
Surely the Chinese authorities cannot object to this, which 
is for the protection of their own people, and can 
but divert the tide of Chinese emigration to places where 
the coolies will be well used — as the United States, 
Australia, and British India. Another matter which 
we would urge in connection with this matter — 
partly by way of test—is the settlement of the case of our 
old acquaintance Kwoxk-a-SING, which is now ing its 
slow length along in the Privy Council. The judgment of 
their Lordships will very soon show the obvious truth— 
which, in our opinion, Mr. Justice SmaLE had no excuse 
for retreating from, when he had once recognised it—that 
a man who has been kidnapped into slavery is justified in 
employing any means in his power to regain his liberty. 
If such a righteous decision as this—which unhappily Mr. 
Justice SMALE swerved from in a moment of weakness— 
be confirmed, and an attitude worthy of the British Go- 
vernment be taken up in Macao—fat libertas, ruat colum— 
we may be quite sure that the Portuguese gentry will draw 
in their diplomatic horns, and a sudden end be put to an 
incalculable evil. But such an end is not to be brought 
about by such an equivocal answer as that which Lord

NEW OFFICES IN THE STRAITS GOVERNMENT. 

Under the above head we proposed offering some general 
remarks on the subject of the rapid increase of establish- 
ments in the Straits—an evil to which Lord KimBERLEY 
adverted in his despatch of August, 1871. But the follow- 
ing article, which we find in the Straits Times of the 19th 
April, deals with the matter better than we could at this 
— and we recommend it to the attention of our 

ers :-— 


The creation of new offices by the Government is a matter which 
cannot be too jealously watched by the public, the more especially 
when the appointments do not seem to be absolutely necessary, or that 
the salaries attached to them are large in proportion to the duties to be 
performed. There can be no greater or juster cause of dissatisfaction 
among the Government servants, who have a right to expect that long 
service and merit should . be rewarded, and not that favourites or out- 
siders should be unexpectedly placed over them. The two new offices 
recently created certainly come under the description above given, 
that is to say, they are in a great measure unnecessary, whilst 
the allowances, which report attributes to them, are certainly exces- 
sive compared with the pay doled out for the performance of more 
im t duties. The labours of the Registrar-General, comprising, 
as they do, births, deaths, brothels, grog, and pawnbrokers’ shops, and 
gunpowder licenses, are so onerous that the lucky holder of that well 
paid appointment has still leisure to carry on the work of Private Se- 
cretary to the Governor, and is, so we are informed, to accompany his 
Excellency to Labuan, leaving his newly-created office to take care of 
iteelf Most of the work, now so highly rewarded, was formerly per- 
formed at little or no cost to the public, and besides, there are many 
old and meritorious Government servants who deserve the promotion 
mother has obtained in spite of the Colonial rules and regula- 
tions, Of these, No. 71 is as follows :—“ Appointments of gentle- 

men*connected with the Governor, or who have accompanied 
him to the Colony as Private Secretaries or otherwise, are open 
to much objection, and will rarely be confirmed. Provisional ap- 
peintments of this kind should be reported to the Secretary of State 
without any recommendation as to the mode in which the office should 
be permanently filled. Should such an appointment be made at a time 
when a Governor is about to leave the Colony, his successor will be ex- 
to report on the mode in which the office should be permanently 
led."" We do not question the abilities of the Private Secretary, or 
doubt the satisfaction he has given to his Excellency, but the com- 
munity in general is lamentably ignorant as to the valuable services he 
has rendered to the Colony, and therefore cannot understand why one 
of the easiest and best paid berths in the Colony should be given to 
= to the exclusion of others who have prior and more legitimate 
ims. 

The Superintendence of Prisons, with £600 a-year, or $235 a month, 
may be advantageous when the prisons are rebuilt and the new system 
thoroughly in play, but at present it is unnecessary, and Mr. Boyd 
could have carried on the work, as heretofore, on a handsome salary of 
some $60 a month, thereby effecting a saving of $2,100 a-ycar, instead 
of bringing Mr. Waller from Province Wellesley, where he has been 
gaining golden opinions, to perform duties with which he cannot be so 
well acquainted as the warders who have hitherto had the supervision 
of prisoners. Mr. Waller has undoubtedly a claim, because of his long 
ne service in the police, and we hope he may get the permanent 
appointment, and not prove a warming-pan for some gentleman from 
home ; but, for all that, it is rather early in the day to create this new 
office, and, as we observed some time ago, we regret that two unofficial 
members of Council should have proposed the vote so hastily. What 
with over legislating, increasing the civil establishments year by year, 
and creating new berths without strict necessity, the causes of discon- 
tent are many, and the general grumbling is becoming proportionately 
great. 








THE AUSTRIAN LLOYD'S. 

On the 28th ult. the annual meeting of shareholders of the 
Austrian Lloyd’s Steam Navigation Company was held at Trieste, 
‘ander the presidency of Baron Mor pure, when the report for 
1872 was presented. The revenue of the society was shown to 
be in a most flourishing state, and the handsome dividend of 
ten per cent. was confirmed. The Austrian Lloyd’s Company 
now seventy-five steamers, aggregating 83,905 tons 
burden, and 17,941-horse power, maintaining constant communi- 
cation between the ports on the Adriatic and in the Lavant, and 
via Suez Canal, with Bombay. The society possesses an ex- 
tensive arsenal at its base of operations, Trieste, with ships, dry 
doc’... careening-basin, foundries, forges, and phat appliance for 
nava? architecture and ships’ repairs, giving daily employment 
to 1,300 men, among whom are many English foremen and 
machinists. 


This arsenal recently furnished two new vessels, each of 250- 
horse power, and of 2,700 tons burden, and two more are being 
constructed on the Clyde by Messrs. Denny and Co., for the com- 
pany, each of 400-horse power, and 2,800 tons burden. In addition 
tothisoutlay for new material the society has suffered serious draw- 
backs ; the Government subsidy, which has been £200,000 per 
annum, has been diminished by £11,000; altered rates of ex- 
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e have caused the loss of £46,000 ; while the increased ex- 
penditure caused by our colliery strikes, and the consequent high 
prices of coal, amounted to £20,000. The increase in the admi- 
nistrative expenses, ashore and afloat, has amounted to £28,000 ; 
loans were repaid to the amount of £98,885; but, the balance 
showing a net surplus of £252,891 over the year’s expenditure, 
the directors were able to carry £153,088 to the insurance, 
guarantee, and reserve funds. e congratulate the directors 
and managers on this result, attained in the face of the great 
competition of the present day. 


GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hamepunre, June 10. 

Although the German Parliament have not had a formal adjourn- 
ment for the Whitsuntide holidays, so many members have taken arun 
home for a few days that it has at times been difficult, and at others 
impossible, to form a quorum, and thus but little business has been 
done by the House. A very useful little Bill to amend the regulations 
about shipping has been brought in by the Prince-Chancellor, and will 
no doubt be passed without opposition. It repeals Article 17 of the 
Law of the 25th October, 1867, concerning the nationality of merchant 
vessels and their right to sail under the German flag, and replaces it by 
the following provisions :—Vessels of not greater capacity than 50 cubic 
metres gross are permitted to hoist the Federal flag without the 
necessity of being entered in the register of ships and obtaining a 
certificate. The alteration of the name of a vessel once entered in the 
register can only be permitted under certain special circumstances, and 
then only with the consent and approval of the Central Government. 
Every vessel entered in the geniaral register is bound to have its name 
painted on the bows, the name of the vessel and the port to which it 
belongs on the stern, and the letters of its distinguishing flag on either 
side—all of a good legible size, so a8 to be easily recognised. Con- . 
traventions are punishable by the infliction of a fine of 150 Reichs 
Marks, or corresponding imprisonment,—these alterations to come into 
operation on January 1, 1874. 

Dr. Schleiden, the member for Altona, has brought in a Bill to alter 
the Law of Ist July, 1872, regulating the scale of charges and fees 
levied by the German Consuls abroad, and runs as follows :—“ Article 
1. Vessels belonging to a regular and periodical line are subject to the 
same charges and fees as other vessels arriving at the port a second 
time in the same solar year. Article 2. This law to come into operation 
on lst January, 1874.” Appended to the Bill are the explanatory 
“ motives,” which are as follows :—In fixing the scale of Consular fees 
in the Law of July last year, the House was guided by the principle 
that small vessels should be exempted as much as possible from the 
payment of such fees, and that the larger class of vessels—especially 
those crossing the Atlantic or making otherwise distant voyages—should 
pay proportionably a higher rate. At the same time, it was specially 
stated to be the intention of the Government to treat all vessels visiting 
the same port more than once in the same calendar year on the same 
footing as others, and in this respect to make no difference between 
vessels belonging to a periodical line and those that arrived only once on 
a special voyage. But whilst the decision of Parliament has on the 
whole been found to work well and give general satisfaction, it is now 
ascertained by practical experience that vessels arriving periodically at 
the same port cannot be forced to pay the fees according to the in- 
tentions of Parliament, because in execution of Clause 31 of the in- 
structions issued for the guidance of the Consular Service, under date 
of June 6, 1871, the captains are bound only to report themselves to 
the Consul on their first arrival and departure in each year, and in such 
cases are exempt from the further payment of the fees specified in the 
tariff of charges, except when they require any extra services from the 
Consul in his official capacity. It is, therefore, desirable to repeal this 
favouring of vessels engaged in a periodical line, as being opposed to 
the intentions of Parliament and the spirit of the law ; and to affirm 
the principle that such vessels are equally liable to the payment of 
Consular fees every time they arrive at the port, even though they 
make use of the right of reporting themselves only once in the year. 

Herr A. Grove has made a motion in the Burgerschaft of this city 
to request the Senate to take immediate steps for the establishment 
and adequate fitting up of a mint for the coinage of Imperial currency 
with the distinguishing mark of Hamburg territorial sovereignty. The 
subject was referred to a committee of five members to report on. At 
that time it was impossible to draw up a report, as the question of 
granting to private persons the right of taking gold to any of the 
Government mints to be coined was being discussed by the German 
Parliament, and resolutions passed by any one State would have been 
premature, prejudicial, and indecorous. But now that the question 
has been finally set at ‘rest and favourably settled by the decision of 
Parliament, and confirmed by the Bundesrath, the committee have 
drawn up their report and presented it to the Burgerschaft, through 
their chairman, Herr Koyeman, the President of the Hamburg Chamber 
of Commerce, a gentleman of great experience, energy, patriotic feel- 
ing, and local influence. The report strongly recommends the Bur- 
gerschaft to take the motion into its immediate consideration for various 
important and pressing reasons which are explained in the report. 
Among other things, it lays stress on having a mint of its own under 
the present circumstances, as a means of emancipating itself from inde- 
pendence of foreign markets for its supply of gold, and thus being en- 
abled to control and regulate the Exchanges, and prevent intime any 
financial crisis that may be looming in the distance. It further points 
out that the compensation granted by the State to the several mints for 
coining the gold currency amounts to four Reichs Marks per Ib. of pure 
gold, or 1,395 marks, a sum sufficient to cover the expenses of the very 
smallest mint. The Scandinavian States have fixed their mintage fee at 
} per cent., whilst France, ium, and Holland only charge 2 1-10 per 
mille, In England, where, it is true, the State does not undertake to 
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the coins in circulation to their original weight, no charge is’ 
as ate minting ; but on the other hand the Bank of England takes 
all the bullion brought to it, paying the amount at once in gold coin, 
and charging 14d. per standard oz. to cover loss of interest, so that 
they pay only £3 17s. 9d. instead of the real value of £3 17s. 104d., 
the mint price of gold. In a memorandum appended to the report, 
the committee give a list of the eight mints in Germany, with the 
number of coins they are able to strike off monthly. They are as ! 
follows :—Berlin, 1,000,000 ; Frankfort, 350,000; Hanover, 300,000 ; 
Munich, 200,000 ; Dresden, 180,000 ; Stuttgart, 100,000; Carlsruhe, 
50,000; and Darmstadt, 40,000 ; making together 2,220,000 coins per 
month. 

The German papers are full of the visit of the Shah of Persia to 
Berlin, and all his sayings and doings ; but they are not all to be relied 
on as authentic, and the air is so full of canards flying about in all 
directions, that it is difficult to distinguish between inventions and 
facts. 

The Wiser Zeitung states that the Government of Japan are about to 
accredit new diplomatic representatives at the different European 
Courts, and that the new Ambassador at Berlin will be Saigo, the Vice- 
Minister for War, whose eldest brother is a member ef the Japanese 
Council of State. 

The King of Birma has sent a valuable gold cup to the Commendator 
Negri, the newly appointed Italian Consul-General here, as a proof of 
his friendly sentiments. . 7

There has been a little more animation in the Tea Market this week, 
with a firmer tendency, and among the sales by importers were 1,035/4 
chests Moning Congou, 310/16 do Pakling Congou, and 217/16 do. Kai- | 
sow Congou, all at full prices. The Minerva, from Foochow direct, has 
brought 717 chests, and 4,183 half-chests of Tea. There is no altera- 
tion in the quotations of Rice, Pepper, or Cassia Lignea, and but little 
has been done in any of them; 31 chests of Cassia Flores were sold 
by public auction, and realised from $7 to 117 marks, Spelter calm, 
and only a few small lots changed hands at 274 marks.

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HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
RorrerDaM, JUNE 11, 

At the annual meeting of the International Credit and Trading Com- 
pany, Rotterdam, held on the 4th inst., the balance-sheet and report, 
which were adopted, showed a steady increase of business, and very 
satisfactory results. With reference to the business of the head office 
at Rotterdam, the export of cotton goods, after making the necessary 
deductions for unavld stocks, had left a profit of £.4,837.16, exclusive of 
interest and commission ; while on the other hand the produce account 
showed a loss of f.13,914.79, after deducting f.20,356.10 for unsold 
sugars, valued at f.3 below November auction prices. For account of 
third parties large quantities of cotton goods had been exported to 
Java, besides the amount of £482,534, shipped direct by the company, 
to whom also sundry produce had been consigned from Java, to the 
amount of f.1,627,945. The Java branches had made a very profitable 
business, leaving a profit of f.140,472.72, of which, however, £.62,580.65 
had been written off on account of unsold sugars. By this deduction 
all eventual losses on current operations have been covered without any 
anticipation of profits realised since January last. The shipments of 
Java produce were considerable, amounting to f.5,786,000, of which 
£.2,802,000 was shipped on order and for account of third parties. Of 
the goods consigned to the branches an amount of f.3,798,000 was sold, 
whereas the credits that were to be ie to the buyers caused a loss 
of only £.18,128.36. The reports from Java with reference to the 
tobacco and coffee estates are very satisfactory ; but those regarding the 
sugar and indigo plantations connected with the company led to some 
discussion, in the course of which the chairman and directors gave 
ample and sufficient information. According to the profit and loss 
account, f.323,336.11 had been realised by commission, showing a large 
increase upon the previous year. The net profits had amounted to 
£.246,665.88, out of which a dividend was declared of 13% per cent., or 
f.8.60 per share; the reserve account being credited with £.36,500, 
thereby increasing it to £.112,528.35, The chairman observed that the 
board of control was unanimously of opinion that the vacancy still 
existing in the board of directors need not for the present be filled, as 
the present directors had proved to be in every respect fully competent 
for a proper management of the interests of the company. After some 
discussion upon this subject, the resolution was carried to reconstruct 
the statutes in compliance with the actual situation, which will be 
proposed at a future meeting. 

Uur Consul at Yukohama, Mr. W. van der Tak, has been removed 
from office at his own request, and no successor is yet appointed. It is 
desirable that some independent lawyer of standing should have the 
post. Traders who have experience in Japan say that it is highly ne- 
cevasary that our Consuls there should not be chosen from among com- 
mercial men, as it is necessary that they should know and be able to 
apply the Dutch laws. Mr. C. 'T. van Aasendelft de Coningh writes 
as follows to the Amsterdam HMuamdelsblad with reference to this 
matter :—The first Japanese Ambassador who visited us ten years ago 
was well received. Not only the authorities, but commercial men and ; 
the general public all strived to give a cordial welcome to the Embassy | 
from a country with which more liberal commercial relations had then 
Just been established. Some months ago another Japanese Embassy 
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visited our country. We hear something about an official audience of 
diners to consuls and ex-consuls, but neither commercial men nor the 
public took notice of the strangers. For some time there was a veg. 
flourishing shipping trade between Holland and Japan ; but this exis 
no longer. For years not one merchantman has left our harbours for 
Japan. What is the cause of this change? Has the trade in 
Japan been annihilated, or are our relations with the inhabitants 
less friendly? The answer to both questions is no. What we 
want in Japan is the assurance of the safety of what we for- 
ward to Japan, and what we possess there; and security for per- 
sonal estates and goods. This, Mr. de Coningh says, renders it neces- 
sary that the Consuls, who are judicial functionaries, public notaries, 
&c., for the Dutchmen who have settled in Japan, or who have posses- 
sions there, should have studied our law. Japan is now a civilised 
country, where strangers may become owners of estates, and where they 
are as safe as anywhere in the world. They have nothing to do with 
the Japanese laws ; every one lives under protection of the rights and 
the laws of his native country, so to speak, under the regency of the 
Consul of his nation—and for this reason the writer urges that our 
Consuls in Japan should be lawyers. I thought it right to give you 
this summary of Mr. de Coningh's letter because it refers to a matter 
of much importance, which has been frequently agitated. I, however, 
believe that the writer exaggerates when he states that our trade and 
shipping with Japan has been totally annihilated—“ totally” must 
mean “nearly.” é 

At the annual meeting of the representatives of all the Dutch Ma- 
sonic lodges Prince Frederick stated that he was willing to continue 
the functions of Grand Master National, notwithstanding that it had 
been his earnest wish to resign, on account of his advanced age. One 
of the reasons which had caused him to change his decision was, that 
as the Clericals had spread a report that henceforth he would not have 
anything to do with the Order, he wished to give a decided contradic- 
tion to the statement. In a short time the representatives of the local 
committees appointed to obtain contributions for the Thorbecke memo- 
rial will meet at Utrecht. An amount of about 50,000 guilders has 
been collected. 

The result of the elections has not been so favourable to the Liberals 
as was expected. In Maastricht Mr. van der Maesen, Liberal, was re- 
placed by an Ultramontane. In Amsterdam and Ahnelo another elec- 
tion must take place, Mr. J. A. Jolles and van der Linden not having 
obtained an absolute majority. The Ultramontane party developed a 
considerable force in the Southern provinces—and the Liberal member 
was defeated. The Conservatives only won the battle in the Hague, 
where the Karl Schimmelpenninck was elected. 

Lieutenant-General Vanswieten, formerly commander of the East 
Indian army, who was recently placed on the retired list, has been re- 
appointed to his former post. He will act under the Governor-General, 
and conduct the new operations against Atchin, with the titles of Civil 
and Governmental Commissioner and Commander-in-Chief of the Forces. 

At the annual meeting of the Netherlands India Trading Bank it 
was resolved to pay a dividend of 84 per cent. In place of Mr. Fransen 
van de Putte (Minister of the Colonies), Mr. F. A. Vriese was elected 
Commissary. Mr. J. Martens was re-elected. 

His Majesty has conferred the Commandership of the Order of the 
Crown of Oaks upon Mr. C. A. van Sypestein, the newly-appointed 
Governor of Surinam. 

I hear from a very good source that Prince Henry has obtained a site 
near Port Said whereon to build an establishment in behalf of Dutch 
trade. 

The Moncy Market is very tight, and scarcely any transactions have 
taken place on the Bourse. The rate of discount remains unaltered.

PRODUCE MARKETS. 

A quiet fecling continues to prevail in business generally, and hardly 
any change has occurred in the market value of our leading articles of 
produce. Raw Sugar continues in good demand for export. 

Correr.—Transactions have been limited since my last, both buyers 
and holders keeping on the reserve, which causes prices to be nominally 
supported. Good ordinary is quoted 564c. to 57c. The Netherlands 
Trading Company’s sale will take place at Amsterdam on the 18th 
inst., and will comprise about 99,900 bags Java and Padang, stored at 
Amsterdam, &c. Sales have been closed by public auction of 1,000 
bags Java, ex Stamford and Caledonian, and 1,297 bags, ex Culedonian. 

Java Tosacco.—In addition to the 13,157 bales Java to be offered 
for sale by sccret tender at Amsterdam to-day, 403 bales Sumatra are 
also to be put up. The market is very firm. 

Tea.—The public sales of 4.854/4 and 3858/8 chests Java have met 
with a full attendance of buyers, and nearly the whole quantity put up 
has been quitted at fair prices.

BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 

The Board of Trade Returns for the month of May have been 
issued. The total value of the imports of foreign and colonial 
merchandise during the month was £34,399,206, as against 
£28,297,453 in the corresponding month of last year, and 
£24,219,209 in 1871. In the five months the figures stand—1871, 
£130,406,624 ; 1872, £145,814,203 ; and 1873, £151,712,830. 
The total value of the exports of British and Irish produce for 
esAy was £22,607,082, against £20,771,303 in the corresponding 

nth of 1872, and £19,359,880 in 1870, In the five months 
the totals stand—1871, £84,187,927 ; 1872, £99,380,183; and 
1873, £106,326,474. 

The declared value of our exports for the month shows an in- 
orease on the corresponding month of last year of £1,835,779, or 
nearly 9 per cent. The total of the five months shows an increase 
of 7 per cent. over last year, and 26 per cent. over 1871. In coal 
during the month there has been a decline of 24 per cent. in the 
quantity exported, while the value has increased 6( per cent. ; 
and other articles which are materially affected by the enhanced 
vathe of co#l, sith as alkali, earthenware, glass, iron, and

machinery, show from 15 to 30 per cent. rise in the value ex- 
ported. An important increase is observable in the value of the 
arms and ammunition exported—78 per cent.—doubtless due to 
the troubles on the Western Coast of Africa. The other chief 
articles in which there has been a decided improvement are :— 
Apparel 17 per cent. ; bags, empty, 36 per cent.; beer, 23 per 
cent. ; paper, 31 per cent. ; wool, 34 per cent. In textile fabrics 
cotton piece goods have increased 8 per cent. in quantity, and 1 
per cent. in value ; woollen cloths 174 per cent. in quantity, and 
8 per cent. in value ; while linens figure for a decline of 8 per 
cent. in quantity and 17 per cent in value; and worsted stuffs 
have fallen 15 per cent. in quantity, and nearly 38 per cent. in 
valug. The importations of the month show an increase of 214 

er cent over last year, and of 42 per cent. over 1871. This 
increase is chiefly due to the large imports of articles of con- 
sumption—bacon, cheese, coffee, wheat, flour, eggs, hams, meat, 
potatoes, and rice.

TEA. 

Messrs. Capel and Co.’s Circular says :— . 

The market still remains without animation, the busitiess by private 
contract being on a very limited scale, but the quantity offered at public 
auction has been rather larger, and consisted chiefly of Foochow Con- 
gous and Green Teas. Prices show no material alteration, except that 
new season's new district Congous have sold 1c to 2d. per Ib. cheaper, 
and Ping Suey Green Teas have stil] a downward tendency. The public 
sales haye comprised 22,326 packages, of which 20,462 packages have 
sold without reserve. The deliveries for the week amount only to 
2,752,000 lbs., against 3,618,000 lbs. last year, the chief decline arising 
from falling off in exports.
